Tbp Par Eauerm Qneatian. 


From time immemorial the possession anil 
trade of India have served to enrich some 
conquering nation. 
Persians, 
Greeks and 
Romans have held it by turn, and England, 
having disputed successfully with France for 
its possession, saw for more than a century 
her East India m erchants and adventurers 
return rich as nabobs to the mother country. 
But even the East comes to share the progress 
of the age. 
The Chinese Embassy, under the 
guidance of otir countryman, has secured for 
China all the rights of civilized nations, and 
India will participate in the new impulse given 
to trade. 
H er commerce will expand and her 
resources be developed; but England may not 
be the gainer by this. 
Russia is flghting her 
way, step by step, toward.s the rich provinces 
of Central Asia. 
The fate of an empire 
depends, in a great measure, on the friendli­ 
ness of the tribes that people the wilds of 
Afghanistan, and the recent visit of Shere Ali 
to Lord Mayo, the British Viceroy in India, 
is therefore causing no little excitement in 
that country, 
and even in 
England. 
The 
government of G reat Britaiu .seeks to allay 
this excitement 
by representing the meet- 
iug alluded to, 
which took place at Um- 
balla, as one of little political importance. 
But some how or other the British public is 
not satisfied. 
A general feeling of uneasiness 
as to the ultimate designs of Russia iu Asia 
has long since taken possession of British 
capitalists and politicians of all shades. David 
Urquhart used to be the ablest exponent of the 
views of that parly that see in Russian diplo­ 
macy and arms the most formidable enemy to 
European liberty. 
Ilis predictions and those 
of his party were discredited; but they left 
behind a vague, perhaps not groundless, alarm. 
Even the first Napoleon seems to have shared 
this feeling regarding the growing power of 
Russia when he looked forward to the time 
when Europe would either be republican or 
under the power of the Co.ssack. 
However, 
Russia must be looked upon not only as a 
European, but as an Asiatic Power. 
H ere it 
is that England dreads her, and this is little to 
be wondered at. 
England has vast possessions 
in India. 
Disraeli once observed In the House 
of Commons 
that the British em pire was 
Asiatic rather than European. 
This was one 
of those lucky hits of hfs that sometimes 
make an impression on the public mind. 
Like 
most of his paradoxes—for it is la reality 
such—it has enough of truth in it to give it 
point. 
As far as population goes she is an 
Asiatic Pow er; 
but something more than 
population, such as it is in India, makes up 
her greatness. 
Still the loss of ladia would be 
an incalcolable evil to British wealth and com­ 
merce, and whatever endangers the possession 
of that rich country she will always look upon 
with apprehension. 
A nd here it is that the progress of Russia is 
watched with Interest. 
Russian arms have 
lately been triumphant among the barbarous 
tribes of Turkestan. 
Slowly, but steadily, 
Russia bas kept advancing nearer to the 
British frontier, and Afghanistan alone stands 
as an Interposing barrier. 
Russia has diplo­ 
m atically professed her willingness to regard 
this district as neutral territory, and English 
politicians are satisfied, or profess to be so. 
But the question is asked, and not without 
reason, how long will this compact bo re­ 
spected? 
We should be inclined to answer, 
as long as Russia finds it to her interest to 
do 80, and no longer. 
The visit of Shere 
Ali to Lord Mayo 
may tend to atrongthen 
British influence In that territory. 
As to the 
nature of the compact, if any, then made, we 
are only left to conjecture. 
Attem pts have 
frequently been made in the British House of 
Commons to draw on a parliam entary discus­ 
sion of this question, but ministerial tactics 
have hitherto prevented this. 
As on the ques­ 
tion of the Alabama claims, ministerial policy 
seems to be that the less said on the m atter 
the better. We are not disposed to quarrel with 
this policy, which, under the circumstances, 
is probably most judicious; but we cannot help 
observing how little the British public knows 
from British sources of the real progress of 
Ru.ssian arms in Asia. Almost all that is known 
is deriveil from the offlcial journals of St. 
Petersburg and Moscow. 
From these we 
learn that Russia is establishing order and 
good government among the tribes recently 
annexed to her population. 
This is useful if 
not necessary previous to making any advance 
forward, and may be only a preparation for 
the coming conflict. 
Calcutta we consider as 
certain to become R iusian as Coastantiuople. 
Time will tell. 
The London Ti/wes, while commenting on 
the progress of Ru.ssian power in the East, 
speaks of the absorption of the potty Mussul­ 
man States by Russia as a benefit to the world, 
but adds “ that her presence in Asia must be 
consistent with the m aintenance of British au­ 
thority In India." 
If this is n o ta threat we 
are really puzzled to understand why Russian 
aggrandizement in Asia ahould be necessarily 
coa.xUtent with tlie maintenance of British rulo 
in India. 
Russia seems to us to occupy a 
similar position to that of Napoloon I. wlicn 
from the summit of the Ali».s ho jiointed out to 
his soldiers the fertile plains of Italy. 
H er 
soldiers look down upon a country as fertile as 
that of Italy, and, like her, cursed with the 
“ fatal gtft of beauty." 
If the Russians are 
content to forego the ricit prize that seems 
within their grasp they are very unlike the 
hordes that left their territories to devastate 
the Roman empire, or the more modern Rus­ 
sians that brought about the tripartite par­ 
tition of Poland. 
The fact of the m atter 
is, 
English 
power 
In 
India 
is 
doom ed; 
Russian supremacy is only a question of 
time. 
Some of the British stnl«smen. in an ­ 
ticipation 
of Inevitable circumstances, 
are 
anxious to secure, if possilde, the right of 
transit to British troops, as well as British 
m erchandise, through the 
Biiez Canal, the 
shortest route to India. 
Puch a concession 
will no doubt he opposed by Russian intluence; 
but, if granted, it may ilelay, but cannot p re­ 
vent, the final triumph of Russian arm.s iu 
Central AsU.

resort before the war, 
famous for its fine fish, soft crabs, surf and 
sea breezes. Next, e?i route northw ard by sea, 
the steam er will put into Delaware bay, in 
order to give her distinguished party a day or 
or two among the Philadelphians at Cape 
May. 
Thence the ship will head for Sandy 
Hook, from which point, we understand, the 
General and his travelling companions will 
proceed by the Seashore Railw ay to Long 
Branch. 
After the lapse of ten days or so 
from his departure the General, leaving his 
family in “ a cottage by the sea," will return 
to Washington. 
We have noticed some objections in the 
newspapers to the appropriation of a govern­ 
ment vessel for a Presidential pleasure excur­ 
sion; 
but 
all such faultfindings are very 
absurd. A governm ent vessel, w ith its officers 
and crew, “ in these piping tim es of peace," 
could not be better employed than in giving 
the President and his Cabinet and their fami­ 
lies a summer cruise for a whiff of the sea air 
and a little shaking up in the ocean waves. 
We are only sorry that this excursion is to 
stop at Sandy Hook or New Y o rk ; for if it 
were extended to Nova Scotia, Newfoundland 
and 
The pitiless coast of Labrador, 


and if the Secretaries of State and the Treasury 
were along much im portant information for 
the government might be obtained in reference 
to the French cable, the northeastern cod, 
mackerel, halibut, lobster and menhaden fish­ 
eries, and on the reciprocity question and the 
more important question of the annexation of 
the New Dominion to the great republic. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, we would suggest to General Grant 
the expediency of extending this expedition 
from New York to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and thence say up to Quebec. 
In every view 
I we think that such an excursion with the Sec- 
I retary of State and the Secretary of the Trea- 
j sury on board, with au eye to business, would 
bo a good thing. 


The Erie RatlrMid Disaster. 


The lamentable consequences which resulted 
from the late disaster on the E rie Railroad 
were investigated before a coroner's ju ry yes­ 
terday, the inquisition necessarily taking tes­ 
tim ony as to the causes which produced the 
collision. 
It was found that the engineer of 
the freight train is wholly and entirely to 
blame in the m atter. 
E ither from fatigue, or 
some other reason not perhaps explained, 
this man 
went to sleep at the 
point of 
switch off. 
Suddenly roused, but not tho­ 
roughly awake, he thought that the express 
train had passed and ran his engine on the main 
track, when death w as immediately on his pas­ 
sengers. 
A nticipating the consequences ot the 
sad catastrophe he fled from the scene; but 
has been arrested in Buffalo. 
On his being 
made amenable the old question reverts— 
W hat is to be done ? 
The man had no intent 
to m urder and the dead cannot be restored to 
life. 
The company is legally answerable lor 
the acts or omissions of its serv an t; and legal 
penalties, in the shape of money damages, 
make the only form in which present punish­ 
ment can be effected. 
Our whole system of 
legislation relative to railroads, locomotives 
and by horse car In cities requires an impar­ 
tial overhauling and revision. 
Let the com­ 
panies bear the cost.

The great expectations of the French in 
view of the opening of the Suez Canal as a 
new and convenient channel for their com­ 
merce with the remote East will not be disap­ 
pointed. 
Nor is it likely that French ports in 
the M editerranean will monopolize the pros­ 
perity which the “ untold wealth of Ind," 
poiu-ing through the channel, must ultimately 
revive in all the ports of what the old Romans 
called the v\arc iuternuyn. 
The shores of 
this sea were for thoiisand.s of years the seats 
of civilization. 
Egyptians, Phoe ilclans, H e­ 
brews, Greeks, Ramans, Carthaginians and 
Saracens have successively flourished there. 
The maritime power and splendor of Venice in 
the beginning of the fitteonth century may yet 
be rivalled in the nineteenth by some of these 
M editerranean ports. 
It is well that the Em­ 
peror Napoleon III, should elevate M. de 
Lesseps, the projector of the Suez Canal, to 
ducal rank, creating him Duke of Suez, and it 
is not surprising that the Empress Bugt^nie 
reluctantly abandons, for political reasons, her 
intention of being present at the inauguration 
of the canal in November. 
The successful 
coinpletion of so grand a work should be duly 
honored. 
It may prove, indeed, if celebrated 
so soon as November, to be stiil incomplete, as 
the Pacific Railroad was at its recent opening. 
Bnt constructively, at least, both these mag­ 
nificent undertakings may be regarded as 
already consuininated. 
Not contented with 
the prospective advantages of the Suez Canal, 
the French have been busily pushing through 
another great canal cnferprise, which, if less 
ambitious, may be of etpial practica! utility. 
We allude to the canal which will probably bo 
term inated before the end of the present year, 
uniting the Rhone 
and the M editerranean. 
With the multiplication ofcanals and railways, 
steam ship lines and teIegro|diic cables, the pro­ 
phecies of a millenniiiin—when distance sball 
bo annihilated, and the uttermost parts of the 
earth shall be brought into immediate commu­ 
nication, and all the forces of civilization sball 
be fully devcloped-bid fair to be speedily 
realized.

G reat Britain has been passing through a 
revolution muoh bigger and much more alarm ­ 
ing than G reat Britain seems fully to under­ 
stand. 
The Lords have interfered with the 
Commons a little too much, and the Commons 
have said in a very emphatic m anner that they 
are stronger than the Lords and that they will 
not bo held in check. 
Mr. Gladstone’s lan­ 
guage in the House of Commons on Thursday 
evening was firm and emphatic even beyond 
high expectation. 
It is not the intention of 
the Commons to yield on any essential point. 
This is what the H erald has always said. Mr. 
Gladstone, we know, is a man of strong 
convictions—a man who thinks and judges 
and comes to a conclusion before he speaks. 
The stand he has taken on the action of the 
Lords only establishes our conclusions that 
the present governm ent means to make no 
compromise. 
It was a cunning device of the 
Lords to attem pt to put off the immediaU 
effect of the reform for one year. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone h'as seen that to yield is dangerous, and 
on this initial point he has refused to give 
way. 
Concurrent endorsement has been con­ 
demned by the Commons, as we believed it 
would be condemned. 
The enrplus fund 
amendment has shared a sim ilar fate. 
It is 
now manliest that the bill will be sent back to 
the Lords very much as the Lords at first re­ 
ceived it. 
If the Lords refuse to pass It they, 
and they only, can suffer. 
The Ministry and 
the Commons are of one mind, and the Min­ 
istry and the Commons must win. 
If the 
Lords do not pass the bill before the autumnal 
recess all the resulting consequences will be 
iqjurious to the privileged classes in England. 


S plendid Misery at Splendid Cost—Life 
at the watering places. 


A P rotestant B urial in S pain.—It is dif­ 
ficult to realize In this free country what a 
vast change of public sentiment in Spain is 
indicated by the authorized burial in the gen­ 
eral cemetery at Madrid, without disturbance, 
on Monday last, of a Spanish lady who died 
in the Protestant faith. Two hundred Spanish 
Protestants were present on the occasion. 
This Is the first case of the burial of a Pro­ 
testant in the cemetery which has occurred 
under the recent order of the Alcalde permit­ 
ting and authorizing such funerals. 
It is not 
only a sign of the times, but it is one that is 
imperatively demanded. Nothing can be more 
revoltingly inconsistent with the spirit of the 
age than the brutal old Inquisition tyranny 
which has hitherto donlod to so-called here­ 
tics the right of burial in consecrated ground 
in Spain, Italy, the West Indies ftud South 
America. 
The Spaniards are beginning to 
learn that the regim e of State religions is 
incompatible with liberty of conscience and 
with all liberties.

A u stria —A Lesson to th e C le ro y .—Some 
short time since Von Bcnst, of Austria, was 
successful in carrying some im portant reforms, 
the 
legalization of civil 
m arriages being 
among the number. 
Bishop Linz became re­ 
bellious at this overthrow of Church authority. 
His wrath found expression in seditions words. 
The Bishop was arrested and held for trial. 
Attem pts were made to show th at the civil 
power had no jnrlstliction over a bishop in the 
discharge of what he might think his duty. 
The government was firm. 
The Em peror, who 
was appealed to, refused to interfere. 
Now a 
cable despatch informs us that the good Bishop 
bas been sentenced to three months’ imprison­ 
ment for uttering doctrines subversive of public 
order. 
The Em peror, considering that the 
prelate has been, in legal parlance, “ purged" 
of his contempt, tendered him a release yes­ 
terday ; but the bishop refuses to come out, 
and Is evidently preparing a case of modern 
martyrdom for tlio use of the coming Council 
in Rome. 
In the first action the Emperor 
served him right. 
We are glad to find that in 
Austria, at least, priests must mind their own 
business or bear the penalty.

Swiss

The cable telegrama Inform us that the gov­ 
ernm ent of Switzerland has ratified new treaties 
and conventions with the Zollvorein, 
the 
North German Confederation, and with the 
kingdom of W urtemberg. 
This feature is 
another indication of tlie approaching fusion 
of the groat German family, and the Teutons, 
once so powerful, may yet bo called upon to 
be tlio rulers 
of Central Europe.

Bismarck’s groat idea of a G erm an empire, 
although surrounded by so many diffloiilties 
at present, is not improbable, and many of us 
may yet live to see it realiaed. 


The iMMsa T ox-W hy Net Abellsh I tt 


Several journals have lately published lists 
of the Income returns of certain wealthy cltl- 
sens. 
These returns are in many cases such 
as would stagger the faith of Quételet and 
Buckle in the modern science of statistics. 
It has been said that figures, Uke dead men, 
never lie ; but the very reverse would appear 
to be the truth if the figures relate to returns 
of this kind. 
A personal income tax Is odious 
in ail countries, and particularly so in the 
United States. 
In this free country a less 
offensive method of m eeting the expenditures 
of the government should be devised. 
It Is 
here regarded as so manifestly inconsistent 
with the spliit of our instUutlons that scarcely 
any man scruples to evade its provisions. The 
fact is notorious that where this tax is levied 
on the sworn statem ent of individuals it fails 
to come up to the true am ount. 
The dis­ 
crepancy between a return by the taxpayer of 
millions for one year and zero for another is 
too glaring not to provoke public attention. 
Moreover, only 
governm ent employe's and 
salaried men really have to pay the full 
amount. 
In the case of the former the tax is 
levied on their monthly salaries and deducted 
from sums due to them. 
It is, in fact, col­ 
lected In advance. 
Men not in government 
employ are tempted to keep no account of 
their income and to forget conveniently what 
they receive. 
In their case no proof of fraud 
exists. 
It is not uncommon for men living in 
fashionable 
style, 
keeping equipages and 
several servants, to return to the assessors an 
income of but a few hundred dollars. 
Those 
who ought to pay most escape scot free, while 
men whoso incomes are known to bo mode­ 
rate are heavily overburdened. 
There Is no 
way of remedying this inequality or of collect­ 
ing the government dues fairly and fully. 
The income tax is levied on all incomes e x ­ 
ceeding one thousand dollars. Take the case of 
an average family, which is estimated to consist 
of five persons, and the income payable by the 
father of the family is only two hundred dollars 
per head. 
Now the necessary expenses of an 
individual in those times of high prices and 
depreciated currency are much greater than 
this sum ; so that the tax on incom?, so-called, 
is really a tax on expenditures. 
In other 
words, it is a tax on what has been expended 
for the necessaries of life—a tax which be­ 
comes, in the strong language of Adam Smith, 
“ a curse equal to the barrenness of the soil 
and the inclemency of the heavens." 
It must 
thus be classed with those taxes which neces­ 
sarily fall either on wages or on profits. 
In 
proportion as they diminish wages they must 
equally diminish the comforts and enjoyments 
of the largest and most important class in 
society, spreading pauperism, 
m isery 
and 
crime throughout the country; and, as an able 
writer on political economy declares, “ they 
cannot diminish profits without occasioning a 
corresponding diminution of the power to ac­ 
cum ulate capital, and without also stimulating 
its transfer to those countries in which tax a­ 
tion is less oppressive.” 
In the United States, 
whore we can boast of a boundless extent of 
fertile and unappropriated land, and where no 
feudal privileges fetter the employment of in­ 
dustry or retard the accumulation of wealth, 
such taxes on the necessaries of life are at 
present less iojurions than in the sm aller and 
more densely populated countries of Europe. 
But even here the rapid increase of our popu­ 
lation and the steady narrow ing of our unoc­ 
cupied territory will ultim ately m ake such 
taxes a grievous burden. The flagrant injustice 
of an income tax which can be so unequally 
administered that the income returns of half a 
dozen wealthy citizens in New York exceed 
the total amount of the income returns ot New 
Orleans is already patent. 
The income tax 
will expire by its own lim itation next year, 
but why should not the coming Congress 
abolish it at once ?

Election. 


It appears that while the President Is satis- 
fled with 
the results of the late Virginia 
election some of the members of his Cabinet, 
including Messrs. Boutwell and Creswell, are 
not satisfied, and are working in behalf of 
Wells and the ultra radicals of Virginia to 
have the good work done In th at State upset 
by Congress. 
Now, as this reconstruction 
business will adm it of no further trifling or 
factious resistance, It becomes the duty of the 
President to Impress this consideration upon 
his Cabinet In a way which will not adm it of 
m isunderstanding. 
H e ought to inform the 
members of his Cabinet that he among them 
who is not with his chief on this important 
m atter, but in active opposition to him, must 
surrender his objections or his place. 
The 
President can do nothing with a discordant 
Cabinet, and it is his first duty, as he 
himself has clearly indicated, 
to 
secure a 
Cabinet that will be a unit, w hatever the 
changes roqvtired to this great end. 
Of all 
things it is of the highest moment to the 
President that he shall be the head of bis ad 
ministration.

Thus New York is ahead in músic­ 
as she certainly ought to be, after all her 
years of training undfr the harmonious influ­ 
ences of Italian opera, German opera, Engiieh 
opera and French opera bovffe—to say nothing 
of the Philharmonic concerts, which have 
done so much to create, stim ulate and sustain 
musical tasto and to develop musical talent in 
our great metropolis. 


O u trag eo u s if T n u a .-O u r Panama cor­ 
respondent, in speaking of the fact that C ap- 
tain Creighton, formerly of the bark Three 
Bells, who rescued so many persons from the

Tho i''nr EtiMtcrn Question. 


From time immemorial the possession and 


trade of Itnlia have served to enrich some 
conquering nation. 
Persians, Greeks and 


Romans have hold it by turn, and England, 
having disputed successfully with France for 
its possession, saw for more than a century 
her East India merchants and adventurers 
return rich as nabobs to the mother country. 
But even the East comes to share the progress 
of the age. 
The Chinese Embassy, under the 


guidance of our countryman, has secured for 
China all the rights of civilized nations, and 
India will participate in the new impulse given 
to trade. Her commerce will expand and her 
resources be developed; but England may not 
be the gainer by this. Russia is fighting her 
way, step by step, towards the rich provinces 
of Central Asia. 
The fate of an empire 


depends, in a great measure, on the friendli- 
ness of the tribes that people the wilds 0f 
Afghanistan, and the recent visit of Shere All 
to Lord Mayo, the British Viceroy in India, 
s therefore causing no little excitement in 
that country, and even in England. 
The 


jovernaieat of Great Britain seeks to allay 
this excitement by representing the meet- 
ng alluded to, which took place at Um- 
balla, as one of little political importance. 
But some how or other the British public is 
not satisfied. A general feeling of uneasiness 
as to the ultimate designs of Russia in Asia 
has long since taken possession, of British 
capitalists and politicians of all shades. David 
Urquhart used to be the ablest exponent of the 
views of that party that see in Russian diplo- 
macy and arms the most formidable enemy to 
European liberty. His predictions and those 
of his party were discredited; but they left 
behind a vague, perhaps notgroundless, alarm. 
Even the first Napoleon seems to have shared 
this feeling regarding the growing power of 
Russia when he looke'd forward to the time 
when Europe would either be republican or 
under the power of the Cossack. 
However, 


Russia must be looked upon not only as a 
European, but as an Asiatic Power. Here it 
is that England dreads her, and this is little to 
be wondered at. England has vast possessions 
in India. Disraeli once observed in the House 
of Commons that the British empire was 
Asiatic rather than European. 
This was -one 


of those lucky hits of his that sometimes 
make an impression on the public mind. Like 
most of his paradoses—for it is in reality 
such—it has enough of truth in it to give it 
point. 
As far as population goes she is an 


Asiatic Power; 
but something more than 


population, such as il is in India, makes up 
her greatness. Still the loss of India would be 
an incalculable evil to British wealth and com- 
merce, and whatever endangers the possession 
of that rich country she will always look upon 
with apprehension. 


And here it is that the progress of Russia is 


watched with interest. 
Russian arms have 


lately been triumphant among the barbarous 
tribes of Turkestan. 
Slowly, but steadily, 


Russia has kept advancing nearer to the 
British frontier, and Afghanistan alone stands 
as an interposing barrier. Russia has diplo- 
matically professed her willingness to regard 
this district as neutral territory, and English 
politicians are -satisfied, or profess to be so. 
But the question is asked, and not without 
reason, how long wilt this compact be re- 
spected? We should be inclined to answer, 
as long as Russia finds it to her interest to 
do so, aud no longer. 
The visit of Shere 


Ali to Lord Mayo may tend lo strengthen 
Brifish influence in that terrilory. As to the 
nature of tlie compact, if any, then made, we 
are only left to conjecture. Attempts have 
frequently been made in the British House of 
Commons to draw on a parliamenlary discus- 
sion of this question, but ministerial tactics 
have hitherto prevented this. As on the ques- 
tion of the Alabama claims, ministerial policy 
seems to be that the less said on the matter 
the better. We are not disposed to quarrel with 
(his policy, which, under the circumstances, 
is probably most judicious; but we cannot help 
observing how little the British public knows 
from British sources of the real progress of 
Russian arms in Asia. Almost all that is known 
is derived from the official journals of St. 
Petersburg aud Moscow. 
From these we 


learn that Russia is establishing order and 
good government among the tribes recently 
annexed to her population. This is useful if 
not necessary previous to making any advance 
forward, and may be only a preparation for 
the coming conflict. 
Calcutta we consider as 


certain to become Russian as Constantinople. 
Time will tell. 


The London Times, while commenting on 


the progress of Russian power ia the East, 
speaks of the absorption of the petty Mussul- 
man States by Russia as a benefit to the world, 
but adds "that her presence ia Asia must be 
consistent with the maintenance of British au- 
thority in India." If this is not a threat we 
are really puzzled to understand why Russian 
aggrandizement in Asia should be necessarily 
consistent with the maintenance of British rule 
in India. Russia seems to us to occupy a 
similar position to that of Napoleon I. when 
from the summit of the Alps he pointed out to 
his soldiers the fertile plains of Italy. 
Her 


soldiers look down upon a country as fertile as 
that of Italy, and, like her, cursed with the 
"fatal gift of beauty." If the Russians are 
content to forego the rich prize that seems 
within their grasp they are very unlike the 
hordes that left their territories to devastate 
the Roman empire, or the more modern Rus- 
sians that brought about the tripartite par- 
tition ot Poland. The fact of the matter 
is, English power in India is doomed; 
Russian supremacy is only a question ot 
time. Some of the British statesmen, ia an- 
ticipation of inevitable circumstances, are 
anxious to secure, if possible, the right of 
transit to British troops, as well as British 
merchandise, through the Suez Canal, the 
shortest route to India. Such a concession 
will no doubt be opposed by Russian influence; 
but, if granted, it may delay, but cannot pre- 
vent, the final triumph of Russian arms in 
Central Asia.

Hook, from which point, we understand, the 
General and his travelling companions will 
proceed by the Seashore Railway to Long 
Branch. After tho lapse of ten days or so 
from his departure the General, leaving his 
family in "a cottage by the sea"," will return 
to Washington. 


.We have noticed some objections in the 


newspapers to the appropriation of a govern- 
ment vessel for a Presidential pleasure excur- 
sion; but all such faultfindings are very 
absurd. A government vessel, with its officers 
and crew, "in these piping times of peace," 
could not be better employed than in giving 
the President and his Cabinet and their fami- 
lies a summer crnfse for a whiff of the sea air 
and a little shaking up in the ocean waves. 
We are only sorry that this excursion is to 
stop at Sandy Hook or New York; for if it 
were extended to Nova Scofia, Newfoundland 
and 


The pitiless coast of Labrador, 


and if the Secretaries of State and the Treasury 
were along much important information for 
the government might be obtained in reference 
to the French cable, the northeastern cod, 
mackerel, halibut, lobster and meahaden fish- 
eries, and on the reciprocity question and the 
more important question of the annexation of 
the New Dominion to the great republic. 
Ac- 


cordingly, we would suggest to General Grant 
the expediency of extending this expedition 
from New York to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and thence say up to Quebec. In every view 
we think that such an excursion with the Sec- 
retary of State and the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury on board, with an eye to business, would 
be a good thing. 


The French Cal)lc~JVon-npaper Enterprig*. 


The HBKALD had kept its millions of readers 


advisod of everything relating to the French 
cable across the Atlantic from the very in- 
ception of the project until the arrival of tho 
Great Eastern off St. Pierre, on the 18th inst. 
One of its correspondents, specially detailed 
for the purpose, was on hand to report the 
laying of the shore end of the Brest cable at 
St. Pierre, Miquelon, a few days previous to 
that date, the arrival of the Great Eastern on 
the 13th, tho cutting and buoying of the cable, 
the delay, on account of a dense fog, in finding 
and spliciug it, and all the subsequent move- 
ments of the cable fleet, consisting of the mam- 
moth steamer and the Skandarie, the William 
Corry, the Chiltern and the Gulnare. The full 
account by our St. Pierre correspondent of the 
completion of this great work was published 
on the 15th inst., together with the confirma- 
tory account, dated at Brest on the 14th and 
despatched by the Atlantic cable. The public 
would have been obliged to rely solely on the 
latter brief account had it not also received 
the former full and minute report by our 
St. Pierre correspondent—a report which 
other journals had enough enterprise to copy, 
although in most cases Without duly acknow- 
ledging the source of their information. 


The Eric Rmlrgnd Disaster. 


The lamentable consequences which resulted 


from the late disaster on the Erie Railroad 
were investigated before a coroner's jury yes- 
terday, the inquisition necessarily taking tes- 
timony as to the causes which produced the 
collision. It was found that the engineer of 
the fi eight train is wholly and entirely to 
blame in the matter. Either from fatigue, or 
some other reason not perhaps explained, 
this man went to sleep at the point of 
switch off. Suddenly roused, but not tho- 
roughly awake, he thought thai the express 
train had passed and ran his engine on the main 
track, when death was immediately on his pas- 
sengers. Anticipating the consequences of the 
sad catastrophe he fled from the scene; but 
has been arrested in Buffalo. 
On his being 


made amenable the old question reverts— 
What is to be done ? The man had no intent 
lo murder and the dead cannot be restored to 
life. 
The company is legally answerable for 


ihe acts or omissions of its servant; and legal 
penalties, in the bhape of money damages 
make the only form in which present punish- 
ment can be eflected. 
Our whole system ol 


legislation relative to railroads, locomotives 
and by horse car in cities requires an impar- 
tial overhauling and revision. Let the com- 
panies bear the cost. 


Tho Saiez Canal and (lie 
Mediterranean. 


The great expectations of the French in 


view of the opening of the Suez Canal as a 
new and convenient channel for their com- 
merce with the remote East will not be disap- 
pointed. Nor is it likely that French ports in 
the Mediterranean will monopolize the pros- 
perity which the "untold wealth of Ind." 
pouring through the channel, must ultimately 
revive in all the ports of what the old Romans 
called the mare internwn. 
The shores of 


this sea were for thousands of years the seats 
of civilization. 
Egyptians, Phoenicians, He- 


brews, Greeks, Romans, Carthaginians and 
Saracens have successively flourished there. 
The maritime power and splendor of Venice in 
the beginning of the fifteenth century may yet 
be rivalled in the nineteenth by some of these 
Mediterranean ports. It is well that the Em- 
peror Napoleon III. should elevate M. de 
Lesseps, the projector of the Suez Canal, to 
ducal rank, creating him Duke of Suez, and it 
is not surprising that the Empress Eugenie 
reluctantly abandons, for political reasons, her 
intention of being present at the inauguration 
of the canal in November. The successful 
completion of so grand a work should be duly 
honored. It may prove, indeed, if celebrated 
so soon as November, to be still incomplete, as 
the Pacific Railroad was at its recent opening. 
But constructively, at least, both these mag- 
nificent undertakings may be regarded as 
already consummated. 
Not contented with 


the prospective advantages of the Suez Canal, 
the French have been busily pushing through 
another great canal enterprise, which, if less 
ambitious, may be of equal practical utility. 
We allude to the canal which will probably be 
terminated before the end of the present year, 
uniting the Rhone and the Mediterranean. 
With the multiplication of canals and railways, 
steamship lines and telegraphic cables, the pro- 
phecies of a millennium—when distance shall 
be annihilated, and the uttermost parts of the 
earth shall be brought into immediate commu- 
nication, and all the forces of civilization shall 
be fully developed—bid fair to be speedily 
realized.

Standing Firm. 


Great Britain has been passing through a 


revolution much bigger and much more alarm- 
ing than Great Britain seems fully to under- 
stand. The Lords hare interfered with the 
Commons a little too much, and the Commons 
have said in a very emphatic manner that they 
are stronger than the Lords and that they will 
not be held in check. 
Mr. Gladstone's lan- 


guage in the House of Commons on Thursday 
evening was firm and emphatic even beyond 
high expectation. It is not the intention of 
the Commons to yield on any essential point. 
This is what the HERALD has always said. Mr. 
Gladstone, we know, is a man of strong 
convictions—a man who thinks and judges 
and comes to a conclusion before he speaks. 
The stand he has taken on the action of the 
Lords only establishes our conclusions that 
the present government means to make no 
compromise. It was a cunning device of the 
Lords to attempt to put off the immediate 
effect of the reform for one year. Mr. Glad- 
stone has seen that to yield is dangerous, and 
on this initial point he has refused to give 


way. 
Concurrent endorsement has been con- 


demned by the Commons, as we believed it 
Would be condemned. 
The surplus fund 


amendment has shared a similar fate. It is 
now manifest that the bill will be sent back to 
the Lords very much as the Lords at first re- 
ceived it. If the Lords refuse lo pass it they, 
and they only, can suffer. 
The Ministry and 


the Commons are of one mind, and the Min- 
istry and the Commons must win. If the 
Lords do not pass the bill before the autumnal 
recess all the residling consequences will be 
injurious to the privileged classes in England.

ficult to realize in this free country what a 
vast change of public sentiment in Spain is 
indicated by the authorized burial in the gen- 
eral cemetery at Madrid, without disturbance, 
on Monday last, of a Spanish lady who died 
in the Protestant faith. Two hundred Spanish 
Protestants were present on the occasion. 
This is the first case of the burial of a Pro- 
testant in the cemetery which has occurred 
under the recent order of the Alcalde permit- 
ting and authorizing such funerals. It is not 
only a sign of the times, but it is one thai is 
imperatively demanded. Nothing cau bs more 
revollingly inconsistent with the spirit of the 
age than the brutal old Inquisition tyranny 
which has hitherto denied to so-called here- 
tics the right of burial in consecrated ground 
in Spain, Italy, the West Indies and South 
America.

Bishop Linz became re- 
bellious at this overthrow of Church authority 
His wrath found expression in seditious words, 
The Bishop was arrested and held for trial.

The government was firm. The Emperor, who 
was appealed to, refused to interfere. 
Now a 


cable despatch informs us that the good Bishop 
has been sentenced to three months' imprison- 
ment for uttering doctrines subversive of publi 
order. The Emperor, considering that the 
prelate has been, in legal parlance, "purged" 
of his contempt, tendered him a release yes- 
terday ; but the bishop refuses to come out, 
and is evidently preparing a case of modern 
martyrdom for the use of the coming Council 
in Rome. In the first action the Emperor 
served him right. We are glad to find that in 
Austria, at least, priests must mind their own 
business or bear the penalty.

The Income Tan—Why Not Aboil.* Itf 
Several journals have lately published lists 


of the income returns of certain wealthy citi- 
zens. These returns are In many cases such 
as would stagger the faith of Qufitelet and 
Buckle in tho modern science of statistics. 
It lias been said that figures, like dead meu, 
never lie; but the very reverse would appear 
to be the truth if the figures relate to returns 
of this kind. A personal income tax is odious 
in all countries, and particularly so in the 
United States, tn this free country a less 
offensive method of meeting the expenditures 
of the government should be devised. It is 
here regarded as so manifestly inconsistent 
with the spirit of our institutions that scarcely 
any man scruples to evade its provisions. The 
fact is notorious that where this tax is levied 
on the sworn statement of individuals it fails 
to come up to the true amount. The dis- 
crepancy between a return by the taxpayer of 
millions for one year and zero for another is 
too glaring not to provake public attention. 
Moreover, only government employe's and 
salaried men really have to pay the full 
amount. In the case of the former the tax is 
levied on their monthly salaries and deducted 
from sums due to them. It is, in fact, col- 
lected in advance. 
Men not iu government 


employ are tempted lo keep no account of 
their income and to forget conveniently what 
they receive. In their case no proof of fraud 
exists. It is not uncommon for men living in 
fashionable 
style, keeping equipages and 


several servants, to return to the assessors an 
income of but a few hundred dollars. 
Those 


who ought to pay most escape scot free, while 
'men whose incomes are known lo bo mode- 
rate are heavily overburdened. There is no 
way of remedying this inequality or of collect- 
ing the government dues fairly and fully. 


The income tax is levied on all incomes ex- 


ceeding one thousand dollars. Take the case of 
an average family, which is estimated to consist 
of five persons, and the income payable by the 
father of the family is only two hundred dollars 
per head. Now the necessary expenses of an 
individual in these times of high prices and 
depreciated currency are much greater than 
this sum; so that the tax on income, so-called, 
is really a tax on expenditures. 
In other 


words, it is a tax on what has been expended 
for the necessaries of life—a tax which be- 
comes, in the strong language of Adam Smith, 
"a curse equal to the barrenness of the soil 
and the inclemency of the heavens." It must 
thus be classed with those taxes which neces- 
sarily fall either on wages or on profits. 
In 


proportion as they diminish wages they must 
equally diminish the comforts and enjoyments 
of the largest and most important class in 
society, spreading pauperism, misery 
and 


crime throughout the country; and, as an able 
writer on political economy declares, "they 
cannot diminish profits without occasioning a 
corresponding diminution of the power lo ac- 
cumulate capital, and without also stimulating 
its transfer to those countries in which taxa- 
tion is less oppressive." 
In the United States, 


whero we can boast of a boundless extent of 
fertile and^ unappropriated land, and where no 
feudal privileges fetter the employment of in- 
dustry or retard the accumulation of wealth, 
nuoU Ln*.oa on Iho necessaries of life are at 
presenl less injurious than in the smaller and 
more densely populated countries of Europe. 
Bui even here Ihe rapid increase of our popu- 
lation and the steady narrowing of our unoc- 
cupied territory will ultimately make such 
taxes a grievous burden. The flagrant injustice 
of an income tax which can be so unequally 
administered that tho income returns of hall a 
dozen wealthy citizens in New York exceed 
the total amount of the income returns ol New- 
Orleans is already patent. 
The income tax 


will expire by its own limitation next year, 
but why should not the coming Congress 
abolish il at once ?

It appears that whilo the President is satis- 


fied with the results of the late Virginia 
election some of the members of his Cabinet, 
including Messrs. Boutwell and Creswell, are 
nol satisfied, and are working in behalf of 
Wells and Ihe ultra radicals of Virginia to 
have the good work done in that State upset 
by Congress. Now, as this reconstruction 
business will admit of no further trifling or 
factious resistance, it becomes the duty of the 
President to impress this consideration upon 
his Cabinet in a way which will not admit of 
misunderstanding.

•who is not with Ms chief on this important 
matter, but in active opposition to him, must 
surrender his objections or his place.

Cabinet that will be a unit, whatever the 
changes required to this great end. Of all 
things it is of the highest moment to the 
President that he shall be the head of Ilia ad 
ministration.

had Intimations of it several days ago. It is 


thought that the pressure brought to bear by the 
Spanish Minister, and Bis frequent complaints of the 
fitting out and escape of expeditions hostile to the 
Spanish interest in Cuba, vras the immediate cause 
of the issue of the new orders. No great import- 
ance la attached to the action of the President, how- 
ever, beyond the fact that it puts the military aud 
navai power of the government at the command of 
tfce civil authorities as a poise oomitatua to en- 
force the neutrality laws. The Cmted States Dis- 
trict Attorney and the United States Marshal at New 
TCork were expected to look after any infringement 
of the neutrality laws before tneir attention was 
directed to the matter by the President.. If they 
found themselves unable to enforce the law it was 
their business to call upon the government lor aid, 
which would of conrss have been granted. There 
is nothing really new or alarming, therefore, in the 
turn affairs have taken. The New York officials are 
simply cautioned to be more careful and to keep a 
stricter watch. The Cubans are neither discouraged 
cor demoralized by this order. By a little shrewd 
management they can get nearly all tney want from 
the United States without fitting out expeditions of 
a warlike character. They are not so much m need 
of men as they are of arms, ammunition, war ves- 
sels and military and naval stores. 
These can be 


purchased and shipped from the United States with- 
out any breach of the neutrality laws. According 
to the rulings of the Navy and war Departments any 
person can purchase arms or ships from the United 
States and no questions asked. This gives a chance 
to Cuba as well as to Spain. Sir. Lemus says the 
Cubans can get along without men being shipped 
from the Onlted states if they can only get arms and 
ammunition. It will be seen, therefore, that there 
is nothing calculated to do great injury to the Cuban 
cause by the President's order—at least the Cubans 
themselves 30 think, and it is fair to supnose they 
know best.

THE FRENCH CABLE. 


Territorial Jurisdiction of the United States— 


Secretary Fish to the French and English 
Mlnbtera-The Official Enclosures—Tfce Sen 
ate Bill aud legislative Caution. 


WASHINGTON, July 16, 1869. 


The French and British Legations have respect 


Ively forwarded to the parties directly interested 
the letter of the Secretary or State rotative to tele 
graph communication between tha United States 
and foreign countries, and particularly in relation to 
the landing of the French cable. A copy of the 
game letter will in a few days be transmitted to the 
Governor of Massachusetts, as a terminus of It Is pro- 
posed to be secured in that State. Copies of tiie bill 
wluch passed the Senate, but failed to be acted upon 
in the House lor want of time, are enclosed to the 
several parties above mentioned, as the basis of 
action on the part of the government of the United 
States, and as jaowing the opinion of Congress on 
that subject. This bill, as reported from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, provides that whenever 
communication shall hereafter be established be- 
tween the United state* and any foreign country by 
means of telegraphic or magnetic lines or cables laid 
In any part thereof, w and. over the waters, reefs, 
islands, shores and lands with the jurisdiction of 
the United States, the same shall be subject to the 
following cotuiiuons, stipulations and reservations, 
to wit.— 


Fust—me government of toe United States shall 
be entitled to exercise and enjoy the same or similar 
privileges with regard to the control and nse or any 
sucn line or cable and the lines or cables connected 
therewith that may by law, agreement or otherwise 
be exercised and enjoyed by any foreign government 
whatever. 


Secowi—The United States government shall at 
all times be entitled to the use of any snch line or 
cable and the lines or cables connected therewith by 
a telegraphic ooerator of Its own selection to trans- 
mit aay messages to and from Its military, naval, 
diplomatic and consular agents and snch messages 
shall be entitled to take precedence ot all othei 
messages. 


Ttnra—The rates to be paid for the transmission 


of any sucii messaee or messages, when noc other- 
wise llxed oy agreement, shall oe established by the 
Postmaster Geueral or the United States.

shall be kept open to the public for the transmission 
for uaUy publication of market and commercial re- 
ports aud intelligence, and all messages, despatches 
and communications bhall Be forwarded m the order 
in winch thev are received, except as hereinbefore 
provided. 


Fif»t,—'A shall at all times be within tne power of 


Congress to determine the rates to be charged for 
the transmission of messages and communications 
over any such line or cable, and to fix and establish 
such rulss and regulations in relation thereto as it 
may judge necessary. 


Sixt/t —Before extending or establishing any such 
line or cable in or over any waters,ireers, islands, 
shore and land within the jurisdiction ol the United 
States, a written acceptance of the terms aud condi- 
tions imposed by this act shall be filed tu the office 
of the Secretaiy of state by the company, corpora- 
tion or party proposing to establish telegraphic 
communication. 


SBC. 2 And be it further enacted, lhat, subject to 
the foregoing conditions, stipulations and reserva- 
tions, the consent of Congress is hereby given to the 
layng and maintaining of telegraphic or magnetic 
lines or cables between the United States aud foreign 
countries Iu aud over tne waters, reels, Islands, 
shores, and lauds within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, subject, however, to any and ail rights 
of property aud btate jurisdiction over tne same; 
provided that the privilege conferred by this act 
shall not be enjoyed by any company or persons 
whose Hue or cable, by its connections or otherwise, 
terminates or extends to any foreign country m and 
by wliicli similar privileges are not conferred upon 
companies incorporated by the authority of the 
United States, or of any State m this Union.

Closing Scenes of Ihe Meeting—The Sermons 


oiid 1'raycr Meetings—The Methodist Epis- 
coiml Church North and Mouth. 


ROUND LAKE, July 16, 1869. 


The National Methodist Camp Meeting closed this 


morning, and the encampment is rapidly breaking 
up. A great number left yesterday, the trains, of 
sixteen passenger cars each, being crowded to their 
utmost capacity. The legular exercises terminated 
at eight A. M., with a procession composed of all 
the preachers and church members, wlio marched 
around the circle singing camp meeting hymns aud 
bidding each other farewell. The last sermon was 
preached last night by the Kev. G. L. Taylor, of 
New York, the subject being "Sanctiiication of the 
Church." Prayer meetings were kept up until a 
late hour of the night, aud early this momma- •! 
class meeting, at whichnew converts narked their 
brief Christian expeneuce and were counselled bv 
the preachers, was held in the altar V"UUS"-"BU "•» 


Tue delay incident to the removal or the mauv 
families and their tiaggaze will detain many until 
Monday, and irregular services will be held from 
time to tune until all are gone, but these will possess 
.no particular interest except to the few participators 
in them. It is estimated that over 100,000 visitors 
aud 400 preachers have been on the ground since the 
commencement of the meeting, and'on Sunday last 
there were over ^0,000 present at one time. The 
meeting throughout waa characterized by perfect 
good order and the total absence or those excres- 
cences which usually attend such gatherings. It is 
a noteworthy fact that there were but two intoxi- 
cated persons seen on the grounds during tue ten 
days, and these arrived in that condition on the 
tram. No noisy idlers disturbed the exercises, and 
to the surprise of all the attendance of the aerm- 
monae, who generally flock ont from adjacent clues 
to a camp meeting, was nnnonceable, except, per- 
naps, in one or two instances, to the police 


The religious exercises have been widely different 
lrom those of similar occasions hitherto. The ob- 
ject of the meeting seems to have been the perfect 
ing of the Church m holiness, rather than tne conver- 
sion of binners, and thisnoaoubt accounts for the 
comparatively small number of conv erts. No record 
was kept of those professing forgiveness of sin, but 
it is estimated that they will exceed loo. 
IN earl} all 
the sermons were npon the subject of holiness, aud 
exhortations to sinners were exceptions to the 
general rule. Sanctification was discussed and en- 
joined from the stand by all the leading preachers 
present, and the prayer meetings were in almost 
every instance conducted with tne same ouject 10. 
view. The purpose of the annual national camp 
meeting is to stir up the Church to its cnristian 
work, and send out the preachers and members who 
assemble there into ail sections of the country with 
renewed zeal for enlarging and perfecting the 
Churr. h. 1 he thorough theological education of min- 
isters, and the total abstinence from the use of to- 
bacco, which is characterized as debasing m its ef- 
fects and unbecoming a devout Christian, were en- 
joined upon all no less than perfect sanctificatlon, 
and a great many pledged themselves to abandon 
chewing and smoking altogether. 


The subject or reuniting the Northern and Southern 
wings of the Methodiat Episcopal Church was occa- 
sionally discussed among the clergy, but without 
any definite result. An attempt was made some 
time ago to effect a reunion, and Bishops bimpson 
ana Janes visited St. LoaSs to consult with the 
Southern bishops on the subject. The reception of 
the two Bishops and the friendly tone of the conver- 
sation encouraged the hope that now since slavery, 
on iv hich the Church split, had been abolished the 
Church would soon be reunited; but the official reply 
of the Southern bishops, communicated alter ihe 
termination of the conference, was so bitterly sec- 
tional tnat it not only dettroyed all prospect oi are- 
union, but mortified the two Northern bishops who 
initmted the undertaking, since that time there has 
been no attempt at bringing the two wings together, 
and it is not probable that another enort will be 
made very soon. 


It has not yet been decided where the ne.\t national 
camp meeting will be held, and no final decision wul 
be made until next fall. Each beetiou of the coun- 
try is inviting the national Committee to lucate ueit 
year's meeting in their respective localities, anu 
sonic or them offer extraordinary inducements in 
the-nay 01 accommodations. A new caaio meeUii" 
association in New Jersey has Just purchased a tract 
of 130 acres on Shark, river, near its mouth, and pro- 
poses to make an additional purchase so as to ob- 
tain 500 acres, with a long sea beach. Tne grounds 
are to be handsomely laid out, and it is reported 
that some of the members oi tbe National Committee 
are in favor of accepting their invitation to hold the 
national camp meeting there next year.

In five, In harness, came off yesterday afternoon be- 
tween Messrs. Jackman & Dobie's bay mare Gold- 
smith Maid aud Mr. Erastus Corning, Jr 's, brown 
gelding George Palmer. 
The race was won by- 


Coldstmth Maid In three straight heats. Although 
defeated George Palmer proved himself a horse of 
most wonderful speed; but he does not possess the 
lasting qualities to as great a degree as Goltlsmitu 
Maid. The latter trotted the flrst hair mile in tbe- 
flrstheat in l:07"i, and to the three quarter pole In 
1-423^, which is the fastest time ever made on the 
track, except by the famous Dexter, he having 
trotted the half mile in his race with Ethan Allen 
and mate, in the second heat, in 1:00. 


The horses engaged in this race have mot several 


times before in trotting contests. Georae Palmer 
has beaten Goldsmith Maid, and the latter has de- 
feated Palmer, and this match was made to decide- 
the question of superiority between them. Every 
race previously this season has been for purses 
where other horses were engaged with them, and 
their respective merits could not be accurately as- 
certained. In their races at Mystic Park aud Narra- 
Kanset George Palmer's performances were not as 
good as those of the mare, and although lie exhi- 
bited as much speed at times, his staying qualities 
were not as great.

Goldsmith Maid is a lightly formed bay mare,

Goldsmith Maid was not broken to harness until she* 
was seven years old. She Is now about eleven, and 
has been improving in speed rapidly ever smee she 
was flrst placed between a pair of shafts. 
She is 
very sound, free lrom blemish, and there is no reason 
why she will not go on improving until she is the 
fastest horse m the country. 
She is now probably 
the second best on the turf. 


George Palmer is unfortunate In not having a pedi- 
gree. All that is known of him is that he was 
brought to Rochester somefour years ago and placed 
m the stable at Congress Hotel, and was purchased 
Dy the proprietor ol that establishment lor $300. AC 
that time it was not known that he could trot In 
three minutes. When his trotting powers began to- 
be developed his owner tried every means in tiig- 
power to ascertain the pedigree of the horse, but 
wlthont success. All he could learn was that bis 
dam was said to be by Long Island Blacfe Haws aud 
his sire a horse called Bogus, one of good appear- 
ance, but of unknown origin. George Palmer is 
now the property of Erastus Corning, Jr., of Albany, 
who was last winter offered $20,000 for mm. He is 
a finely formed brown gelding, fifteen hands two 
Inches high, and is a very stylish and gay stepper. 


THE BETTthO. 
The betting was greatly lu favor of Goldsmith 
Maid, the odds in her favor being about 100 to 
25, at which rate it continued, with slight fluc- 
tuations, until the horses were on the track. While 
the scoring was going on, which occupied over hair 
an hour—the horses coming up ten times before the 
word was given—the pool seller was busy at his 
calling, and slight variations took place in the net- 
ting, as either horse had the advantage.

The engineer, 
Nicholas Weeks, of Maine, and two passengers, 
Alexander Wagstalf, of St. Louis, and John Steele, ot 
Cumberland, England, were badly injured. The en- 
gine, baggage car and three passenger cars were 
smashed up. The accident was caused by the heavy 
ram undermining the tracK. None or our party from 
Washington were 
injured. 
A freight tram is 


off the track below us by wash from the rains 
of Tuesday, and the passenger train going east went 
off the track below here from ttte same cause, killing 
one man, a discharged soldier.

.particularly intimate with him; No. 39 was composed 
ol forty-two cars; could not have stopped the train 
if he. would; Griffin was asleep; had acknowledged

was abont; supposed the engineer was trying to get 
-out before any other extra could pass; it was the flag- 
inaii's uniy to open; flagman's name was Edward 
.Smith; thought the engineer was simply pulling 
ahead to be ready to oil tne valve; they had 
to move the engine sometimes to adjust the 
eccentrics for oiling; tbree minutes after the train

marines from the Navy Yard, to Gardiner's Island, 
witu instructions to disperse the filibusters who 
were there. On their arrival they found about 200 
men In camp, among whom, on the advent of the 
cutter, great and instant commotion spread. The 
sight of an approaching steamer drew all men to the 
beach, and wild and various were the speculations 
framed as to her character and business. A good 
many were sanguine 
enough to believe that

them to Cuba anil out of the way had at length put 
m an appearance. The Mahoning cast anchor within 
half a mile of tbe shore and immediately despatched 
three boatloads of marines towards the camp of the 
filibusters. The latter fell back in an orderly man- 
ner to the woods on discovering the character of 
their visitors, but the officers of the camp stood their 
ground to tender a civil and cordial reception to the 
approaching strangers. Captain Webster, thirteen 
marines 
and 
the 
three 
deputy 
marshals 


jumped at once ashore when the Boats drew 
up, ami then proceeded towards the camp in search 
o£ Colonel Ryan and Lieutenant Colonel Currier 
captain Webster, who had his little son along, en- 
tered into free and pleasant conversation with the 
poor toil-worn patriots. The men ol his command 
were equally anxious to show their good will to- 
wards the cause of Cuba. The Marshal's deputies, 
however, according to one who was present, put on 
a great many consequential airs, going about arnonir 
the men expounding the law and dealing out de- 
nunciation without stint or measure on the heads 
of the struggling band. 2fot finding the two colonels 
m the camp the deputes, securing the escort 
of Captain Webster's marines proceeded to the house 
of Colonel Gardiner to seek further information. 
One of the deputies, Greig, it is alleged, threatened 
Mr. and Mrs. Gardiner with ejectment, arrest and 
trial for harboring filibusters, and was otherwise 
arbitrary and boisterous in his demeanor. Thursday 
morning the men of the Cuban command were called 
into line to decide whether to accept the offer of the 
iiarsiial of free passage away from the island, 
with subsistence and exemption from all legal 
proceedings m consequence of their supposed 
breach, of the law. Only ten men embraced 
the boon, and they, it eeetns, were persons 
who had rendered themselves offensive to their 
associates, liad been tossed in blankets for disor- 
derly conduct, and would have larca not as Dives 
tared had they been anywhere else. When tlie busi- 
ness between the camp and the steamer was ended 
ana over Colonel Ryan emerged irom his retreat 
marched the men down to the shore and made the 
lulls resound witu cheers lor tne Cuoau cause. 


In the meantime one of the deputies telegraphed 
to the Marshal for instructions, at the same time 
explaining the condition of affairs. The latter imme- 
diately sent a reinforcement in the shape 
of

Rumors were atloa*, yesterday" afternoon that a 
collision between tne marines and the filibusters 
was inevitable, but this is very unlikely, unless the 
latter have become totally demented from their Rob- 
inson Crusoe mode of existence aud their many 
cruel disappointments. The Hockett failed to put in 
an appearance at the Navy Yard last evening, but 
she is expected some time to-dav. There are no ma- 
rines off duty In the yard at present.
